THE MALTA 


Italy Tries 
M*** an English. tourist has vivid 
memories of Malta, of its ancient 
walls reflected in a really blue Mediter- 
ranean, of its whitewashed houses with 
their flat yoofs throwing off the glare of 
the hot sun, of its churches and. castles 
recalling the colourful history of many 
centuries, and of the huge, grey-painted 
battleships at anchor in the harbour. 


Even after the war began Malta had not 
thrown off its face of peacetime gaicty. 
There was no black-out in the island, the 
shops were open until midnight, and the 
theatres played to full houses. ‘ 


' Living was cheap, petro! was plentiful, and 
beer wags only 4d. a pint. Now, however, 
Malta is blacked out, its sky is filled with roar- 
ing ‘planes, and war sets the note of all its 
activities. 


It Nes almost exuetly in the centre of 


power. In its history of more than 2,500 years it has 
been held in turn by Phoenicians, Greeks, Cartha- 
ginians, Ronians, Arabs, and the Knights of St.. John, 
who ruled it from 1530 until they were dispossessed 
by Napoleon in 1798. Later In that same year Nelson 
blockaded the istand, and Malta was offclally annexed 
to the British Crown by the Trenty of Paris in 1814. 


Following the Crimean War the military defences 
were greatly strengthened and the Island was deve- 
loped as one of the most important ports of eatl for 
the world's shipping and as the principal base ter the 
repnir und refitment of ships of the Royal Navy in the 
Mediterrancan. 


At Valletta, which has been the island's capital 
since 1570—its name commemorates La Vallette, Grand 
“T-Master of the conqQering Knlghtsof- St--John=are 
great dock ond victualling yards spread over. the shores 
of two arms of the harbour known as “Dockyard” and 
“French” erecks,-and there are also hospitals, maga- 
zines and storehouses, 


Malta itself is some 17 miles tong, with on area 
-of 95 square miles. Included with it are the island of 
Gazo (26 square miles) and the islet of Comino, which 
Hes between the two—making a total of 122 square 
miles. The population is estimoted at about 275,000, 
mainly of Phoeniciuns or Carthayinian descent and of 
the Roman Catholic faith. 


Both English and Maltese are oMeial languages, 
the former being the. official language of the adminis- 
tration, while since 1934 Maltese has taken the place 
of Halian as the principal language of the courts of law. 


Many thousands of the Maltese are employed in 
the dockyards and arsenals, and during the Great War 
they provided a garrison for the island as well as many 
seamen for men-of-War and minesweepers and labourers 
for the ploncer battalions that did such good service 
at Galllpoll und. Salonika. ~ 


Partly, at least, because of thelr excellent record 
In the war the Maltese were granted responsible 
government In- 1921. Its working was not entirely . 
satisfactory, however, and it was revoked in 1936, 
when the Island reverted to the status of a Crown 
Colony. z : 


Then, in 1939, n new constitution was promulgated 
by the Governor, General Sir Charles Bonham-Carter, 
under which there is a Council of Government com- 
posed of cight official members and two unofficial 
members nominated by the Governor, and ten elected 
members,

LONDON, July 29 (Reuter). 
—"Reuter’s” special correspon- 
dent at Suez reports. that traffic 
through the Suez Canal, which 
virtually came to a standstill 
after Italy’s entry into the war, 
has now considerably increased. 

Suez, which has now become 
Egypt's main port, is buzzing with

_ be passed on to Port Said or Alexah- 
drin far unloading, 
Situation Satisfactory 

The Anglo-French situation with 
regard to the Canal Is satisfactory, 
and French officials are co-operating 
whole-heartedly with the. British 
naval and Egyptian authorities, 

There is no news of the majority 
of the Canal directors, who . are 
believed to be somewhere In France, 
but under the direction of the Agent- 
General for the Canal in Egypt, 
Baron de Benoist, who is now 
virtually head of the Suez Canal 
Administration, everything is worl- 
Ing smoothly and dues are being 
deposited at Cairo, 

Dismal Picture 
; Compared with the position of the 
British forces in the Middle East, the 
picture of the enemy: armick in 
Abyssinia is dismal, 

Abyssinia, entirely cut off from 
supplies and war material, has been 
forced on to the defensive. 

Although British merchant shipping 
passes within ensy gunshot range of 
the Eritrean const in’ the narrow 
Mandeb Straits, the Hallan Navy and 
cuustal batteries do not even attempt

At the outbretlk of war, Italy had 
eeveral submarines in the Red Sea 
for one of which at lenst the British 
Navy has ‘accounted.

ance of British naval forces In the 
Red Sea and Indian Ocean, they do 
not dure to molest British convoys." 

The versatility and resource of the

Five 
years later he went to Bombay and 
then to Colombo, In 1912 he became 
manager at Shanghal and_ stayed 
there throughout the war. In 
he went to Hongkong aos manager 
und returned to Shanghai os manager 
of the news services. Going to Japon 
in 1934 he remained there as chief 
correspondent untll his tragic death, 

“Jimy Cox's integrity and con- 
scientiousness in his duty as a news 
correspondent was a byword In 
journalistic circles, He took most 
careful pains to verlfy his facts and 
his sources so that when’: it. wus 
learned he had been arrested {for 
military reasons it was felt on all 
sides that there must have been a 
mistake. 

"Reuter's Shanghal office has been 
flooded with messages of sympathy 
ever since it wits learned he had 
been arrested.
